(not  too  warm)  until  it  is  thin,  then  mix  thoroughly  with  the  nut  meats.  Won’t  you  tell 
your  friends  about  this  remarkable  tasty  way  to  use  walnut  meats?  Thanks.

Toasted  Salted  Black  Walnut  Meats 

They  simply  melt  in  your  mouth  and  digest  easily.  Pour  enough  mazola  into  a.  good 
sized  skillet  to  almost  cover  the  bottom,  sprinkle  the  nut  meats  in,  thickly  dust  with  salt 
and  “roast”  in  a  hot  oven,  375°  Fahrenheit,  turning  occasionally  until  they  are  golden 
brown — about  twenty  minutes.  Drain  on  crumply  paper  and  dust  with  salt.
